W ash ing to n, March 5.—The working 
or business feature was perhaps the 
most distinguishing characteristic of 
the Fifty-first congress. 
Three meas­ 
ures, any of which in intrinsic impor­ 
tance and popular interest would be 
sufficient for a national issue, stand 
forth pre-eminent among all others. 
First, the McKinley tariff bill, which 
became a law; second, the silver bill, 
on which at the first session a compro­ 
mise was offered, based on monthly 
purchases of 4,500,000 ounces of silver, 
which in turn was followed by a more 
radical measure that failed of passage; 
and third, the federal elections bill, 
which, after a protracted, bitter and 
Intensely exciting preliminary struggle, 
failed in the senate to reach a decisive 
vote on its merits. 
Radical innovations in the rules of 
the house added interest to its proceed­ 
ings and determined 
but 
fruitless 
efforts to adopt the most vital of these 
innovations formed a part of the his­ 
tory of the latter part of the sessions of 
the senate. 
Even in its mortuary record the con­ 
gress was remarkable, the call of death 
having 
summoned 
no 
fewer 
than 
twelve of its representatives and three 
of its senators.

A carefal examination of the list shows 
that it does not bear cut The World’s 
plaint against a protective tariff. The 
wealth of the thirty-five persons first 
named on the list foots up to 1,085,000,000. 
Among the entire thirty-five there are 
only two who made their money by man­ 
ufacturing articles protected by oar tariff 
laws. One of these is in the 820,000,000 
and the other in the $15,000,030 list. Of 
the entire 122 names there will be found 
not more than twenty who made their 
money in that way, and the aggregate 
rating of these.twenty is lese than $142,- 
000 OGO. That leaves in the list 102 men 
who made their money in other ways 
and their wealth foots up the enormous 
sam of 81,500,000,000. 
The doctrine so persistently taught by 
th a enemies of protection that most of 
the great fortunes of this conn try have 
been made by men who took advantage 
of oar tariff laws and so robbed the peo­ 
ple seems therefore to have many fatal 
loopholes.

cede was agreed to. 
The house adopted a resolution direct­ 
ing the house conferees to insist on 
disagreements to the Pacific railroad 
item. 
The house also insisted on its 
disagreement to all the 
remaining 
points in dispute. 
The conference re­ 
port on the agricultural appropriation 
bill was presented and agreed to; it re­ 
duces from $20,000 to 810,000 the appropri­ 
ation for irrigation and retains the sen­ 
ate amendment allowing the use of 
spirits free of tax for experimenting in 
the manufacture of sugar and sorghum: 
also the conference report on the bill 
for a public building at Saginaw*, Mich., 
reducing the cost to $150,000. 
At IO o’clock Mr. McKinley (O.) of­ 
fered a resolution of thanks to Speaker 
Reed for the able and impartial manner 
in which he had presided. 
Mr. Mills 
(Tex.) demanded the yeas and nays 
and on roll-call every democrat voted 
against it and every republican for it 
and it was adopted— yeas. 152; nays, 
HO. 
As 10:30 Mr. Cannon (IU.) presented 
the conference report on the deficiency 
bill, it being the last of the appro­ 
priation bills. 
The report stated that 
tire senata had receded from the Pa­ 
cific railroad amendment, and that the 
French spoliation amendment stands. 
The bdl was thon passed. 
Just at this 
moment 
the speaker 
entered and 
took his chair. 
Ho was greeted with a 
perfect whirlwind of applause on the 
republican side. 
After it had subsided 
Mr. Breckinridge (Ky.) spoke a few 
kindly words expressing the democratic 
regard for Mr. Cannon as chairman of 
the appropriation commit tee.
